Dreyfus Affaire 
Still Alive 

A few weeks ago died a woman, 
Mme. Severine, who was at one 
time one of the dominant figures 
in Parisian journalism. he was, in 
fact, one of the first to come to 
the aid of Capt. Alfred Dreyfus, 
when he was condemned for trea- 
son. She believed in Dreyfus’s inno- 
cence: “from the’ first hour,” and 
she championed his cause through- 
out the stormy period of the “Af- 
faire’ until Dreyfus was completely 
rehabilitated twelve years after his 
degradation. The Paris papers re- 
marked on the fact that Dreyfus 
was not present at Mme. Seve- 
rine’s funeral. Was it ingratitude? 
They didn’t know. It was also re- 
called that Dreyfus refused to take 
part in the Sacco-Vanzetti agita- 
tion two years ago. Why, so the 
left-wing papers ask, does he not 
show himself oftener; why is he, 
the victim of a great injustice, not 
to be found in the forefront of the 
champions of justice at all times? 
The reason is that Col. Dreyfus does 
not consider himself completely 
vindicated. “My affair will no& be 
cleared up and fully understood till 
fifty years have elapsed,” he often 
remarks. Fifteen more years will 
have to pass by at that rate, for 
Dreyfus was condemned in 1894, The 
Nationalists still consider hit a be- 
trayer of his country. Daudet and 
Maurras, in their paper, Actién Fran- 
caise, never refer to him otherwise 
than “Dreyfus, the Traitor.” And 
attempts to explain the famous case, 
that shook the republic as nothing 
had since the Revolution, continue 
to appear. Col. Larpent published 
a volume of eight hundred pages 
last week in which he “proved” 
Dreyfus’s guilt, while Victor Meric 
wrote another volume at the same 
time, which concludes with a solemn 
declaration of Dreyfus’s innocence.

Mennonites 

Seeking freedom from wars and 
worldly ills, 2 Mennonite colony from 
Canada has settled in a peaceful 
spot in the wilds of Gran Chaco, 
where differences between Paraguay 
and Bolivia provided sensational news 
not long ago. Its character from the 
Paraguayan Government accords lo- 
cal autonomy and the Mennonite 
system of tawn meetings !s about 
as near to pure democracy as any- 
thing in modern government. Each 
village in the colony has its 
“schultz,” or head man, who per- 


forms the function of Mayor or 
general adviser for the community. 
Local affairs mgy be decided by a 
meeting of all the community—the 
Mennonites are very fond of meet- 
ings—or by a meeting of several com- 
munities together, or between all the 
“schultzen” of the colony. As the 
highest financial authority, there is 
the “Fuersorge,”.a committee which 
attends to all the business affairs 
and represents the Mennonites be- 
fore the Paraguayan Government. 
There are no police, sheriffs or civil 
courts in the ordinary sense of the 
word. The Mennonites consider them 
superfluous. Community of religious 
feeling is so strong that the action 
of a local town or church meeting 
is as powerful as the mandate of a 
court would be elsewhere,

This happened in Czecho-Slovakia: 
Toward the end of last year a 
schoolmaster named Vinco Mihalus, 
who was unknown outside the little 
country town of Trenshin, in Slo- 
vakia, decided to organize a revolu- 
tion. Nobody minded very much, 
because scarcely anybody heard of it. 
But Vinco duly proclaimed himself 
head of an independent Slovak State, 
solemnly sent circulars to the au- 
thorities of Czecho-Slovakia, and in- 
formed foreign Governments of the 
existence of his “Government,” ada- 
ing for their information that his 
capital was Trenshin. Soon after- 
ward he fled to Vienna and in a 
few weeks his outbreak was not even 
a topic for conversaticn. But some 
thing happenec nov long ago that 
rescued this lone revolution from the 
Siamese Foreign Ministry in which 
the Siamese Government took note 
of the establishment of an indepen- 
dent Slovak Government at Tren- 
shin and extended its greetings.

A lien for service upon a building 
secures the person who performed that 
service.
